Howdy Gang, 


Well, this has turned out interesting. I decided to go with top loading, 
for my tent pole vertical, as it was easiest to do. Wound a coil on some 
1/2" ID PVC which “looked about right" Used a wood dowel to support the 
coil form in the top of the alum tube. Added four, two foot, stiff wires to 
the top of the coil form for a top hat in the shape of an X. Added four, 
7.5 foot radials to the coax connector and hooked up the MFJ-269 analyzer. 
Was able to "tweak" the coil in to get a pretty good match around 14.060, 
but not better than 1.5:1. 


Then I bent the wire top hat into a clover leaf pattern and soldered the 
ends to the next wire over about 6" out. Retuned the coil and got the min 
SWR a little lower. Humm. I then ran out and got a 12" Pizza tin plate and 
put that on top. Wow, that realy helps! Was able to tweak the SWR down to 
1.1:1. Also found making a coax choke at the base of the vertical helps too. 


Now I need to see what happens when I drill a whole bunch of holes into the 
pizza plate. As it is now, I'm afraid the wind will get under it and topple 
the thing, or worse yet, send it flying. 


I know a few of you out there are going to want to know more specific 
details on this thing's construction, but I think we still have to work a 
few of them out....

Steven, I have been backpacking for 50 years and have taken all kinds of 
HF radios with me. The most successful is the Ten Tec Argonaut with a home 
made mike and key. I carried this with a nicad battery for 12 years that I 
did the Scout 50 Mile Backpack with Troop 66 which I was Scoutmaster for. 
I held regular evening schedules on 80 meters and let homesick scouts talk 
to their Mother. ( We were 35 miles from a road). 


I always to this day carry a dipole. The one for these trips is 2 rolls of 
#22 hookup wire soldered to a center insulator. There the RG-178 feedline 
connected to the wires. The center of the antenna was 40 feet high ina 
pine tree. For 80 meters 60 feet is reeled off both ends and then tied to 
a tree or bush. The rope is nylon lacing cord. 


My new backpack antenna is about the same but I left off 80 meters. And I 
have RS plugs to shorten it for 30 meters, 20 meters and 18 meters. It 
works 15 meters and 10 meters with the 40 and 20 meter lengths. 


A vertical is almost useless with out As Much or more wire for radials. I 
have tried verticals backpacking and decided they are just terrible.

Gang, 


This afternoons mail brought a familiar mailing label attached to a 


package from Steve, KD1JV. I cracked it open this evening and it was a 
package of SMD parts and a slick little circuit board. Also included is 
what Steve called a "little" write-up, but it's actually a very complete 
set of instructions and an in-depth synopsis of the function of this 
kit! 


My previous SMD experience was the SMK-1 from Norcal. Some of you may 
(or may not) remember that I was not enthralled with using SMD parts. I 
think my comments at the time went something along the lines that humans 
shouldn't be using parts that are meant to be assembled by machines. The 
SMK-1 is a FB little rig, but I found building it fairly tedious at the 
time. 


Well, I've changed my mind. As long as the 1206 size parts are 
available, I can deal with them. Yes, they are small (don't SNEEZE near 
them or inhale deeply for that matter), but they are usable. They are 
also MUCH cheaper then through-hole parts, btw. 


The circuit board was very well laid out. The instructions are clear. 
Builders should take note that C1 is marked twice on the circuit board. 
The included layout sheet shows one of the C1's X'ed out and C4 in its 
place. 


I found the assembly very simple and straightforward. For some reason I 
wasn't as nervous around the SMD's this time around and made no 
mistakes. Again, the instructions are very, very clear. 


One thing I noticed right off upon completion is that this keyer is not 
a direct->ground type keyer like what I have in all my rigs (maybe 
that's mentioned somewhere, I didn't see it). I rectified this by using 
a trusty 2n2222 with the base soldered to a 2.7K resistor which in turn 
is soldered to the + output of the keyer (Q2 collector). The emitter of 
the 2n2222 goes to ground and the collector goes to what I now call 
"keyer out." The 2.7K is a little light actually, but I happened to have 
one laying there so I used it. The 2n2222 didn't seem to heat up, so 
it's probably OK! 


As for function; I didn't feel I needed to adjust the trimmers at all. 
The speed pot seems to control the speed quite well. However, I can't 
seem to get the hang of the lack of memory keying[1] and was having 
trouble sending 4 character CW letters accurately. This may take some 
getting used to! 


All in all, this is a neat little kit and quite the bargain at only $15 
delivered to your door! Steve did a xgreat*x job kitting this and is to 


be commended and thanked!

I think the key is your description: 


"If counterpoise better, can it be run 
on the floor of the attic which is above the rig but below the antenna?" 


It sounds like the two wires are going to be 6-8ft apart. Is that right? 
If so, there will be so much mutual coupling that we no longer have 

and radiator and a counterpoise. Maybe a fat radiator -- whatever. 

I'd venture to guess that this will not improve your antenna performance. 
Also, that putting the counterpoise on your rig's floor would be better, 
but still iffey. 


I've run attic dipoles from 3rd floor setups and used twinlead snaked thru 
a small hole in a closet ceiling. With a balanced ant like a dipole anda 
balanced feedline, you eliminate the need for a ground or counterpoise. 


Now that I think of it, why did you want to use a windom in the first place -- 
the location of your shack vs the center of the attic? I'd say that wiwth 
balanced ant and feedline, position is irrelevant -- you'd just drop the 
twinlead vertically from the center of the dipole, and then along the 

floor of the attic to where ever you take it down thru the ceiling. There 
will be some coupling between the feeline and dipole if the feedline 

runs parallel to the radiator, but you can eliminate that by simply 

zigzagging the twinlead along the floor instead of a straight run. 


Actually, now that I think more about it, the simple truth is that you 
can't go wrong with a dipole -- it's the most basic antenna, but it is 
really difficult to decrease its effectiveness.

I have not been following this line from the begining, 
but thought I would add personal experience to the 
mix. 


I live in a three story townhouse with the radios on 
the third floor and the ant. in the attic. This puts 
the ant. at about 35 feet above ground. The farm is a 
random wire and a dipole on HF and a half square on 6 
meters. The first dipole was 44ft feed with 300ohm 
line, worked great. Changed to a 2Qmeter dipole made 
from 3000hm line with the same line as a feed. 
Seperated the wires for the dipole and feed the other 
end to the shack. This works well on 10 to 20 meters 
and the random wire does duty on 40. Both the dipole 
and the random wire go through the tuner which is 
connected to one of MFJ's artifical ground units. The 
system works well. 


The meaning of all this is that you do not have to get 
real technical about the type of or configuration of 
the antenna. I find that the simpler the better at 
times. A plain dipole with a 300 or 450ohm feed will 
do as well as any thing for the type of operating that 
most of us do. The windoms and loops all work, but 
equal lengths of wire feed in the center is real 
simple to do and fits into any space you have.

The very best method that I have used is the CW Get 
program by UA9OSV. It is WINDOWS based, runs under 9XX etc. It uses the 
PC sound card for a sophisticated audio filer. It allows several 
settings which really enhance it's ability to reject noise, sloppy 
sending etc. You set the center frequency, and the program displays a 
pseudo-spectrum analyzer picture on the screen. When I downloaded my 
version several months ago, it was shareware.

Your posting reminded me of our email exchange of a couple or three years 
ago when I told you that I had worked D4A0B, a Lt. Simmons, back in those 
days and still had his card. 


Speaking of crystal control, one of my biggest thrills as a very young and 
new ham was on 10-meter CW on the very bottom end of 10 running - for those 
days in early 1947 - QRP with a single 807 at about 10-15 watts output 
(didn't know how to make the antenna load it any more!). I called CQ one 
Sunday morning real early and started tuning up the band looking for 
someone - anyone! - who would answer and give me a QSO. 


Well, darned if every signal I could copy all the way up to 28.5 wan't 
calling me! 

I couldn't believe it! So, I shakily went back to the weakest signal I 
could hear, hoping it was some rare post-war DX operating portable or 
something. But it was "just" a G civilian station, which made for a good 
QSO anyway. 


Funny that in those days, we never thought in terms of QRP and QRO. We just 
operated what we could afford or were able to build using whatever parts we 
could lay hands on and went about the business of ham radio.

Nonetheless, these stated problems about pile-ups and DX-station QRM are 
real, however I don't think it's necessarily improper to call a DXpedition 
station after he has apparently QRT. It could very well be that he will be 
motivated to take additional calls, or that another operator is getting 
ready. 


A much more real problem is the calling stations that call, and, call and 
call---even when the DX has acknowledged a callsign and is already in QSO! 
These guys make it really difficult sometimes to find where the DX station 
is listening. 


In the "old days" the pileup would get "activated" after the DX op sent TU 
or QRZ?, but nowadays many ops just call and call---apparently continuously. 
It is true that occasionally an operator may not hear the DX station's call, 
and may make an errant call on top of a QSO in progress, but the sheer 
number of DXers calling over a QSO in progress is appalling---and weird. How 
the hell can they expect to make a QSO? By the way, an editorial in QST some 
months ago encouraged new DXers to just call and call until they might get 
lucky and hear a reply! 


It's sad to see how many operators show an almost appalling lack of 
on-the-air discipline, a trait that should---and did in years 
past---characterize a "pro." Discipline should be something inherent in a 
radio operator's notebook, but with the dumbing down of ham radio has come a 
simple (literally) mentality that works against common sense. Not much is 


said about this in ham circles and magazines. 


My pet peeve is the "helper" who sends a K or a dit (over the weak DX 
station) to indicate that the DX station has turned it over to the caller. 
On Top Band and 80 meters especially, these guys often prevent one from 
turning off a receiver's AGC, for fear of getting their eardrums drilled. 
This unjustifiable and rude (and illegal) action also means that if the DX 
station were audible (say, on a peak of QSB) the receiving operator would 
miss the call. The magic of the moment would be lost.

As much as I detest RCA connectors, they are considerably more reliable in audio 


applications than that of the standard 1/4-inch or 

1/8-inch phone connector/jack. In the latter, pressure from the jack is applied 
to a relatively small cross-section of the phone 

plug. In essence, the jack simply "touches" the plug with the leaf spring at one 
point. In the case of the RCA, contact is applied 

relatively evenly over the entire concentric area of the inner and outer 
conductors. 


I am not sure I could justify the use of an RCA connector as "good engineering 
practice" where any sensible level of power is 

involved. On the other hand, as W2WU pointed out, the performance of the ceramic 
RCA components is actually quite good. I recall 

that Heathkit used a ceramic RCA connector on the RF output of its HW-101 
transceiver and as the input to its SB-230 linear amp (not 

quite QRP but it's an illustrative example). For RF power levels less than 100- 
watts, it is difficult to beat the BNC connector. 

It is small, easy to connect/disconnect and maintains a low-loss "constant 
impedance" characteristic.

A safer way is to use a pair of "half-moon" Wiss Tin Snips - these are not 
the ones with the curved blades for cutting sheet metal. These are the 
large, gray ones with blades that are very heavy and shaped like 
semi-circles. With care, you can cut large pieces or small pieces. The 
only problem with this method is that the snips impart a curl to the board 
as its cut. No problem to straighten the board if its just plain clad 
board. I would not want to cut a commercially etched board with small 
traces like this for fear that the curling might cause a trace to 
separate.

Having cut the boards for around 100 NJQRP Manhattan Homebrewing Starter 
Kits, I can tell you what works for me. I now cut the large boards (3' by 
4') using a dry diamond blade in a radial arm saw set up for ripping. This 
part would be better on a table saw, but the diamond blade doesn't really 
have teeth, so there is no kickback. This generates a large amount of 
powder that I try to avoid as best I can with vacuums and fans. After I 
have pieces that are a little easier to handle, I use the Harbor Freight 
Shear. I have modified the mechanical stop so I can set it with higher 
precision using some spacer blocks (like gauge blocks, but not as precise). 


If you think you will do more than a little bit of board cutting, the shear 
is the way to go. An additional plus is that the shear doesn't turn the 
material in the way of the blade into dust.
